Washington, January 18.—President 
Wilson issued a statement tonight sup- 
porting Dr. Garfield's order closing 
down industries of the country. The 
president says he was fully consulted 
before the order was issued. 

The -president’s statement follows: 


“T was, of course, consulted by 
Mr. Garfield before the fuel order 
of yesterday was issued, and fully 
agreed with him that it was neces- 
sary, much as I regretted the neces- 
sity. This war calls for many sac- 
rifices, and sacrifices of the sort 
called for by this order wre in- 
definitely less than sacrifices of life 
which might otherwise bed involved. 
It is absolutely necessary to get 
the ships away, it is absolutely 
necessary to relieve the congestion 
at the ports and upon the railways 
it is absolutely necessary to move 
great quantities of food and it 
absolutely necessary that our peo- 
ple should warmed in their 
homes if nowhere else, and half 
way measures would not have ac- 
complished the desired ends. 

“If action such as this should 
not have been taken we should have 
limped along from day to day with 
a slowly-improving condition of af- 
fairs with regard to the shipment 
of food and coal, but without such 
immediate relief as had become ab- 
solutely necessary because of the 
congestions of traffic which have 
been piling up ‘fér the last’ few 
months. 

“T have every confidence that the 
result of action of this sort will 


is 


be 


by all and its sacrifices borne by 
no single class. 

“Capital and labor are embarked 
in this war because all Americans 
are in it and the American spirit 
cries out against the least sugges- 
tion that the burden will be shifted 
to the backs of any one class, least 
of all Aabor, for labor has less 
financial ability to meet the pro- 
longed hardships of war than capi- 
tal. We are realizing the truth 
now as never before that capital 
and labor, are not two, but one. 
Their problems present merely two 
aspects of the same vital question. 
The unselfish and patriotic im- 
pulses and the calm Iook ahead will 
lead the country to approve of the 
crder now in force, 

“Industry is in an wnbalanced 
condition. We lack many essentials 
——food, clothing, fuel. We have piled 
up enormous stores of things not 
essential to life, but very essential 
to war. We have goods piled up 
so high on our docks and in our 
storehouses that the ships available 
cannot carry them away as fast aé 
they pile up. For lack of bunker 
coal held back by traffic conges- 
tion, the number of ships in our 
harbor increases menacingly. 

Food Supply Threatened. 

“The food supply is threatened 
to an even greater degree than the 
fuel supply. This condition is in 
large measure due to the congestion 
that at many points holds the 
loaded cars in its grip. 

“To singie out industries not en- 

. gaged to some extent in war man- 
utactures to select industries 
which in the aggregate will brinz 
relief only if suspended indefinite- 
ly. Yo require all industries ex- 
cept a comparatively. smal part to 
cease for a. few days quickly ac-. 
complished the desired result and 
permanently injures none. The or- 
der as it stands puts all industries 
on an ed¢ual footing, favoring none 
and avoiding unfair competition, 
but this reason alone is not suffi-

justify it and that the people of the 
country will loyally and patrioti- 
cally respond-to necesssities of this 
kind as they have to every other 
sacrifice involved ip the war. We 
are upon a war footing, and I am 


confident that the people of the 
United @tates are willing to observe 
the -same ‘sort: of -discipline that 
might be involved in the actual con- 
flict itself.”

Fuel Administrator Garfiéld also is- 
sued a statement tonight reminding 
the public that while the f restric- 
tion order "was ‘drastic, war was dras- 
tic, and the order was a necessary war 
measure. 

: The statement follows: 


“The order suspending 
rily the operation of industrial 
plants in‘’portions of the United 
States is drastic. Yes, war is dras- 
tic. This war is the most exten- 
sive and involves greater sacrifices 
than any war heretofore. The 
American people, led by the presi- 
dent. gentered this war deliberately. 
They are staking everything for 
the realization of the great ideal, 
and the ideal is practical. We know 
that democracy must be made a 
reality at home as well as abroad,

(Moreovér, to allow 
those fortunate enough to possess 
n cecal pile to continue would result 
in adding to the traffic congestion, 
and unless they also are suspended 
at a later period, the needed sav- 
ing in consumption of coal would 
not result. 

“To have delayed the application 
of the order would only have added 
to: the congestion. It is not con- 
demnation of industry to say that 
each would have striven to the

Made Enlistment Bureaus. 

Coincidental with order inaugurating 
the card index system, the provost mar- 
shal general promulgated an order 
which suspends sections of the selec- 
tive service regulations permitting reg- 
istrants to enlist upon a certificate from 
local boards that the applicant for en- 
listment would not be needed to fill an 
immediate quota of the draft. In lieu 
of this the local boards are constituted 
practically as enlistment bureaus them- 
selves, and whenever a registrant wish- 
es to enlist voluntarily he applies to 
his local board for immediate induction 
into whatever branch of service may 
be his choice. 

The provost marshal general has sent 
to the adjutant general detail and spe- 
cific instructions which .will be for- 
warded to local boards, as to how and 
the promptitude with which they shall 
report to Washington all special and 
voluntary inductions into any branch 
of the service, promptness in reporting 
such inductions being important, so 
that the provost marshal general can 
prevent the overcrowding of any branch 
of the service or particular training 
camp or station and may see that other 
branches and stations are properly 
supplied.

Omission of One Word 
Changes the Meaning 
Of Water Power Story 


Stories have often been told of the 
changes which can be. made in the 
meaning of a sentence, paragraph or 
story by the omission or insertion of a 
single word, or by the uncontrolled an- 
tics of a simple ‘little comma. That 
august body, the supreme court of the 
United States, has even been called 
upon, more times than one, to decide 
the issue in arguments which originat- 
ed from a cause of this character. 

There was a story on the front page 
of Thursday morning’s Constitutigen, the 
sense of which was entirely reversed hy 
an error of this nature on the part of 
the telegraph company. The story was 
wired to Atlanta by J. A. Hollomon, The 
Constitution special correspondent at 
Washington, D, C., and was in reference 
to the effect of Secretary Garfield’s 
closing order upon manufacturing 
plants operated by hydro-electric power,

As it reached The Constitution office 
and as it appeared in Thursday’s paper, 
it read as follows: 

“Electrically equipped concerns get- 
tinge power from waterpower sources 
are affected.” 

The missing word made a change in 
meaning that caused considerable con- 
fusion and worry for the manufagturers 
of Georgia who use hydro-electric 
power.

sey was flooded again Friday with ap-! 
peals by wire, letter and in person 
from people and concerns desiring in- 
formation or relief in the coal situa- 
tion, being unable, they stated, to get 
in touch with Dr. L. G. Hardman, state 
fuel administrator, at Commerce, Ga. 

The governor referred as many as 
possible to the state fuel administra- 
tor, but offered his own services in 
cases of pressing emergency, notably 
for the relief of the city waterworks 
of Augusta; for the relief of the Geor- 
gia and Florida and the Augusta 
Southern railroads, which stated they 
were unable to get coai for opera- 
tion after Friday; for the relief of 
suffering among citizens at Jonesboro 
and at Smyrna. 

The governor relieved the situation 
at Jonesboro by authorizing the citi- 
zens there to use coal from a car 
which, citizens of that place who call- 
ed personally upon the governor stat- 
ed, had been at Jonesboro for several 
days, broken down and without pros- 
pect of being moved. 

Gives Relief to Smyrna. 

The governor, acting on the ruling 

of the attorney general authorized 


athe use of convicts at Smyrna to get 
wood to relieve suffering, if the peo- 


ple there could net get immediate re- 
lief through the fuel administration. 
So far as was known here early Fri- 
day night, the Augusta waterworks and 
the two railroads were still without re- 


the matter to the state fuel admini 
trator, and was himeelf undertaking to 
obtain help. 

J. H. Fergeson, superintendent of the 
Augusta waterworks, sent in the ap- 
peal to the governor to aid him in get- 
ting coal to prevent the shutting down 
of the waterworks and cutting off the 
city’s water supply. The governor 
wired the vice president of the Loults- 
ville and Nashville railroad, urging him 
to expedite shipments of coal to Au- 
gusta, authorized by the priority order 
issued several days ago in favor of Au- 
gusta by Director pat William G. 

The 
governor also took the matter up with 
local railroad people in an effort to ob- 
tain the qui: eat possivle relief, and 
also forwarded Mr. Fergeson’s request 
to Dr. Hardman, and suggested that Mr.

The colored farmers in the vicinity of 
Fort Valley are soon to stage their second 
annual “Home-Cured Meat show.” Accord- 
ing to predictions made by James E. Down- 
ing, the pig club agent, who has done and is 
doing remarkable work in encouraging swine 
culture in his territory, the 1918 show will 
reveal a very gratifying measure of progress.

Gordon Soldiers Are Now Engaged 


Constructing Bridges and Dugout 


Work on “Trench” Hill No 
Longer Confined Solely to 
Elaborate System of Ditch- 
es That Now Stretches 
Considerable Distance.

The scarred, red hillside that lies just 
beyond the southern entrance to Camp 
Gordon on the Candler road has for 
many weeks past been a silent witness 
to the constant labors of infantrymen 
and cngineers of the Eighty-second di- 
vision located there, as they have con- 
structed under. the direction of ex- 
pert veterans of the English and Brit- 
igh armies a series of trenches that are 
facsimile reproductions of the bloody 
fields of Europe with the exception 
that they are built on a smaller scale 
and probably with much more care. 

But now the old hill is looking 
down for the first time on a new kind 
of work done by the same men, for 
members of the engineer regiment at 
the camp are busily engaged in master- 
ing the art of constructing bridges for 
he passage of troops across the streams 
that will bar the progress of American 
troops “over there.” 

The present stream that the troops 
are spanning with their ‘quickly made 
bridges is the little silver creek that 
winds its way around the eastern base 
of “Trench Hill,” but they are going 
about theltr work with a seriousness 
and a determination that would grace 
a similar undertaking on the banks of 
the 


Somme. 
Miniature Bridges. 

The bridges are constructed along 
miniature lines, but they are capable 
of affording the same training as are 
larger structures of the same nature. 
They have all the underpinning, the 
same piles and the same braces that 
are used to make big bridges safe for 
‘the passage of bodies of troops, and 
the opportunity affordé& the men to 
learn the principles of bridge building 
is practically unlimited despite the fact 
that the completed structures at Camp 
Gordon measure scarcely more than a 
dozen feet in width and twenty feet 
in length. 

And another new activity has also 


been inaugurated among the “dough 
boys,” who are busy getting acquainted 


with the long system of trenches that 
now stretch entirely over the hill, 
through the valley to the east of the 
hill and then up the next incline for 
some distance. 

Infantrymen are learning to construct 
dugouts, and all day long spades and 
shovels are throwing up a comMinual 
shower of red clay that bars the prog- 
ress of the “dough boys,’ who are al- 
ready out of sight and under the 
ground. 

Many Dugouts Soon. 

The dugouts are chambers cut out 
solidly by pick and shovel in the earth, 
and these chambers afford shelter and 
relief for the men who are not actually 
engaged in digging or firing in the 
trenches above. Here the men will eat 
and catch their “forty winks” of sleep 
during the occasional lulls that will 
come in the “big job.” In time there 
will be a dugout for every twenty or 
thirty feet of trench in the system at 
the camp. : 

Despite the bad weather that has 
held sway at the camp for some time 
past very little relaxatioh has occur- 
red in the work of constructing trench- 
es on and near the hill at jhe entrance 
to the camp. Clothed in their blue 
fatigue uniforms the men are constant- 
ly at work widening and lengthening 
the extensive system of trenches that 
ziz-zag and twist in crazy fashion over 
the hill. 

Elaborate Trench System. 

The system of trenches is complete 
in every respect, and consist of its front 
trench, cover trench and support trench, 
far to the rear. Its communication and 
approach trenches run in all directions. 
When finished, the front and cover 
trenches, it is said, will have board bot- 
toms and be equipped with all the mod- 
ern luxuries of the war zone ditch, 

And it is understood that in a very 
short time the men are going to take 
up their temporary abodes in the clay 
ditches and learn the real life of the 
soldier onthe battlefield of today. Mud 
and cold will be freely mingled with a 
scarcity of dainties and comforts, but 
with their splendid spirit of willing- 
ness and cheérfulness Gotdon’s.men can 
acarcely fail to appreciate the, fact that 
y will be subjected fo Yheee hard.

eral, with headquarters in New York. 
The eastern division consists of ter- 


ritory north of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers “and east of Lake Michigan and 
the Indiana-Illinois state line; also 
those railroad in Illinois extending into 
that state from points east of the 
Indiana-Illinois state line; also the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, the Norfolk and 
Western and the Virginian railways.” 

R. H. Aishton, president of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, was appointed 
regional director of territory west of 
the Mississippi, with headquarters at 
Chicago. 

The western district is composed of 
the balance of the country, including 
all west of the Mississippi, and also 
Illinois, Wisconsin and the north Mich- 
igan peninsula. It excludes those roads 
running into Illinois from the east and 
from the south. Thus Illinois will be 
subject to the joint yeriediction of all 
directors. 

“Orders issued by the gentlemen, 
named in their capacity as regional di- 
rectors, will be issued by authority of 
the director general and will be re- 
spected accordingly,” says “General Or- 
der No. 4,” establishing the operating 
regions. 

The directors will indertake to su- 
pervise general transportation prob- 
lems of their districts and’ will be the 
field marshals of the central organiga- |

the United States? 

“This is one of the most important 
problems of the moment, and is worthy 
of the unselfish and disinterested serv- 
ice you have so patriotically under- 
taken to render.” _ 


Wage Increase Probable. 

Nearly every class of organized and 
unorganized railroad labor has asked 
Directoy General McAdoo for a wage 
increa#e or has sought a conference to 
discus& some phase of the employment 
situation. These include engineers and 
enginemen, firemen, conductors, train- 
men, switchmen, telegraphers, mainte- 
nance of way employees, machinist 
shopmen and train dispatchers. 

Although Mr. McAdoo has made no 
announcement of his policy, it is gen- 
erally believed that a number of wage 
increases will be allowed. 

Transportation of coal was pushed 
today by railroads, but weather condi- 
tions through “the entire middle west 
and Pennsylvania still make movement 
sluggish. In an order to reach presi- 
dents of eastern and southern territory 
the director general referred to the fuel 
administration’s recent order, and 
added: 

“I urge and direct that every possl- 
ble effort be made by the railroads to 
move coal and to co-operate to the 
limit with the ftiel administration for 
the accomplishment of the desired end. 

“I hope that the officers and em- 
ployees of the railroads will do their 
part so effectively that there may be 
no further occasion for interruption of 
the industrial and normal activities of 
the nation.”

Go 
on and they will come down.’ 


No Response from Germany. 


“Again there has been no response 
from any man in any position in Ger- 
many that indicates a desire on the part 
of the ruling powers in that land to ap- 
proach the problem in a spirit of 

equity. 

“We demanded the restoration of Bel- 
gium. Is there one man here who would 
take peace without the complete res- 
toration of Belgium and reparation for 
its wrongs?” 

Cries of ‘‘No!” 

“What is the answer from Ger- 
many?” Mr. -Lloyd-George continued. 

“There has* been Sut one answer, and 
it came from Von Tirpitz’s soul—‘never’! 

“There was a demand for the recon- 
sideration of the’ wrongs of Alsace-. 
Lorraine. What is the answer from 
Germany — ‘Never’? 

“When I suggested that Mesopota- 
mia and Palestine should never be re- 
stored to the tyranny of the Turk, what 
was the answer of Germany—‘We will 
go on until thev are restored.’

Mr. Lloyd-George said that all the al- 
lies, including America, had agreed 
uranimously that negotiations could be 
conducted only bet'ween representatives 
of the respective governments and that 
negotiations ought not to be conducted 
between sections of the peoples. It was 
a fundamental misconception of democ- 
racy, he added, that any section, how- 
ever powerful, really represents the 
whole people. 

Concerning the school drill, the pre- 
mier said: “As long as you have a 
powerful military autocracy in the 
world.you are not going to defeat it 
merely by preaching even the highest 
ideals.” 

Regarding a conference, he admitted 
the difficulty of the problem in decid- 
ing the proper moment when it would 
be desirable to enter into a peace con- 
ference. 

“You may enter it one moment and 
find that you have Hut your head into 
a noose,” Mr. Lloyd-George observed. 
“My personal opinion is that it is not 
desirable to enter a conference unless 
there is a fair chance of emerging with 
a satisfactory settlement. 

“Tl am firmly convinced from the at- 
titude of the leaders of the German 
government that such a conference 
now would not result in anythine like 
an equitable understanding. There- 
fore it would aggravate instead of im- 
proving the matter.” 


No German Revolution. 


Replying to a suggestion that the 
socialists might override the govern- 
ment in Germany if a conference were 
allowed, the premier pointed out that 
Dr. Karl Liebknecht has been jailed 
and that is what would happen to Herr 
Scheidemann if hé attempted “to cash 
peace checques”.in Germany. He also 
announced himself as in sympathy 
with the idea of nationalizing the 
whole production of armaments. 

A delegate inquired whether Presi- 
dent Wilson’s reference to the freedom 
of the seas in his speech agreed with 
the views of the British government. 
Mr. Lioyd-George replied: “I wish to 
know what freedom of the seas means? 
Does it. mean freedom for submarines 
and does it mean starvation for this 
eountry” After all, we are in a very 
different position from America or 
Germany or France or any other con- 
tinental country. We islanders must 
scrutinize ‘with the grgatest care any 
proposal which might impair our abil- 
ity to protect our lines of communica- 
tion across . tae seas.’
